With regard to claim 26, the prior art fails to disclose applicant's recited elongated 
medical device comprising a first tubular member formed from polyethylene, a second 
tubular portion formed from a poly(ether-block-amide) copolymer, and a powder coated 
tie layer provided between said first tubular member comprising a blend selected from 
the group consisting of polyethylene, poly(ether-block-amide) and maleated polyolefins.
